With 20 Items 
To Be Finished 


An unfinished town meeting 
Monday night voted departmental 
appropriations of $1,268,860.65 
and approved $36,550 for a num- 
ber of special articles before ad- 
journing until next Monday night 
with about 20 articles left to con- 
sider. 

The sum appropriated for the 
department budgets is $3832.55 
higher than the recommendations 
of the finance committee, but the 
greater part of that increase was 
due to the large sums already 
spent on snow removal and sand- 
ing. Since the first of the year 
these operations have cost over 
$19,000, whereas early in January 
it was estimated that $18,000 would 
be enough until next December. At 
the recommendation of the board of 
public works the sum of $25,000 
was appropriated for 1952. 

The meeting followed in most 
instances the recommendations 
contained in the report of the fi- 
nance committee in which it was 
noted that if the cuts they recom- 
mended were adopted the probable 
increase in the tax rate would be 
$4. There are several more appro- 
priations to be considered in the 
remaining articles before the full 
appropriations for 1952 can be de- 
termined. 

The meeting opened at 7 p.m., 
but a number of lengthy discussions 
on many matters caused it to drag 
along until close to midnight with 
groups of voters getting up and 
leaving at frequent intervals. It 
was 11.50 p.m, with hardly a 
handful of voters scattered through

because of the unsettled labor con- 
ditions in Lawrence. He noted, too, 
that town employees who are paid 
weekly will have 53 pay days this 
year. 

Various speakers entered into 
the discussion of Article 7 to see 
if the town would accept a law by 
which it may appropriate money for 
the purchase of uniforms for the 
police and fire departments.
